The coalition won in tile rate 
war by retaining in the new tariff 
bill the existing $1.70 Cuban basic 
i rate on sugar imports. This was a 
blow to Republican leaders, who 
had hoped to secure a $2.20 rate 
as opposed to tho house levy of 
$2 40 on Cuban imports. 
The bounty prcposal < line from 
Ghe Insurgent camp and it appeared 
j doomed to rejection. It w as widely 
opposed on economic grounds, de­ 
claring It contrary to Democratic 
principles. The Insurgents however 
supported It on the contentio n it 
would save American sugar tann­ 
ers from extinction anil give them

The bounty plan, already pro­ 
posed by Senator Howell <R> of 
Nebraska, would pay 44-100ths of 
a cent to American sugar pr VJue- 
i era on each pound of sugar pro- 
j duced in continental United States.

(estimated it would cost the govern- 
j ment only $10,600,000 a year.
